The Directors are enabled to report of the present, as of 
former years, that the system of Irish Convict Management has 
worked in a satisfactory manner. 

4 -AM precautions have been taken to ensure the utmost super- 
vision over the conduct of the prisoners released on Ticket of 
Licence ; and, as usual, those in Dublin were under the super- 
vision of the Inspector of released convicts of that district, 
while those in the country were under the supervision of the 
Royal Irish Constabulary.

Report. fth reference to the religious and secular instruction of the prisoners 
and their sanitary condition, the usual attention lias been paid, and the 
advantages to be derived from strict conformity to the regulations dnlv 
explained. ’ •> 

The conduct of the prisoners in general has been remarkably good 
orderly, respectful, and amenable to the rules, and in proportion to the 
daily average number in custody, the punishments have been very few 
and cases of a grave or aggravate nature of misconduct exceedingly rare* 
and out of 139 prisoners transferred to association during the year 
99 of these passed a probationary term of only eight instead of nine months 
m separation owing to their very satisfactory conduct. 

No attempt to escape has been made. With regard to the untried 
prisoners who were in custody here under the Habeas Corpus Suspension 
Act, a great many were discharged and removed during the year. leaving 
only nine of this class on the 4th of June, 1868, on which date they 
were transferred to Kilmainham Goal, and no other untried prisoner was 
received here during the year. 

In upholding the system and carrying out its details I have received 
the usual co-operation of the principal officers of this establishment, aud 
the subordinate officers in general have discharged their duties in a satis- 
factory manner. 

The prison building and fittings pertaining thereto have been kept in 
proper repair by the Hoard of Public Works. 

I certify that the rules laid down for the government of this prison 
have been complied with during the past year, except in such cases as 
lia^e been reported to or brought under the notice of a director.

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

Mount joy Male Prison, 
February, 18G9. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit the medical report for this 
prison for the year 1868, and refer you to the annexed table [1] showing 
the number of prisoners in custody, the number admitted iuto hospital 
and the results in death, removal, and recovery. 

The sanitary state of the prison has been satisfactory, and I am happy 
to report that no outbreak of epidemic or contagious disease has occurred 
within the year. Diseases of a grave character have been few, and there 
was only one death, the result of pulmonary consumption. 

During the first seven months the daily average of the sick in hospital 
was a little under 6, and for the last five months only 17 were admitted, 
and these (with one exception) for slight complaints, and were soon 
discharged. 

Eighteen prisoners were removed on medical grounds. There was no 
case of insanity requiring removal to. the Central Lunatic Asylum, nor of 
suicide. One was attempted, but I am convinced the attempt was only 
feigned. Within the year many convicts were found to be of weak intel- 
lect on reception ; of these, two bad been previously inmates of the 
asylum, and after some time they were removed to the Associated classes 
at Spike Island, as the cellular confinement in this prison appeared to 
aggravate the malady. Tlie particulars of these cases are detailed in 
table 7. 

Of the health of the officers I am enabled to report favourably. 
Eighteen were admitted to hospital for short periods ; no death occurred. 
The services of two were discontinued on medical ground ; one undecided 
case, referred to in my last report, has resulted favourably, and the 
officer is now efficiently discharging his duties. 

By the removal of the hospital warder, Robert Houghton, to Philips- 
town, I have lost the services of a trustworthy and efficient officer, and it 
affords me pleasure to report very favourably of his successor, Michael 
Donoglioe, late assistant hospital warder.

The good results of the past year are, in fact, attributable in a great 
measure to the fair and conscientious treatment of the prisoners by the 
officers, as a whole. I took the liberty of stating in a former report (18G51 
that “ rules, like laws, depend more, perhaps, upon their administration 
than their nature for good effects.” Every year’s experience convinces 
me more and more of the correctness of this statement. The law merci- 
fully looks to the reformation of the criminal as well as to his puuishraeufc 
and while any officer can measure out the latter, it is only the man of 
good sense, of conscience, of even temper, that succeeds in effecting the 
former. I submit, therefore, respectfully, that too much care cannot be 
taken in selecting officers to fill up vacancies in our prison. They should 
be men competent to maintain discipline, and at the same time contribute 
by their good sense, tact, and steadiness to the reformation of the 
prisoners. 

I have also on former occasions suggested the advantage of‘ employhio- 
the men iu bond fide work, a,nd I am happy to report the good effects of 
its partial adoption during the past year. If I might venture a further 
suggestion I would recommend the employment of all the healthy 
prisoners, after the first or second month, in real and profitable work* If 
it were deemed advisable to allow them a small per-centage of the profits 
of their work, it would, I think, contribute still more to the success of the 
scheme, and the benefit both of the country at large and of the prisoners. 
Of course the sums earned by them in work should be held over till the 
expiration of their imprisonment, and even then I would give them but 
a portion — the remainder 1 would give by instalments during the very 
dangerous interval of their leaving prison and obtaining employment. • I 
have very strong hopes that this would lessen the number of returned 
convicts.T

There is not one in 
the first, or lowest book, and only 3 in the second book, the remaining 
40 being in the higher classes ; 30 write a good hand, and the remaining 
1.5, except 2, write small-hand fairly; 25 work proportion and above ■ Ti 
are at compound rules, and the remaining 12 work simple rules. All 
have a fair .knowledge of geography, and of other extended Information 
Many of them are well educated. 

Of 95 in separation, 73 could read, 22 only spelling and reading the 
first book; 77 wrote small-liand, many being good writers; 18 were°onlv 
writing large letters and large-hand; 26 work proportion and above ■ 5 
were at compound rules; S3 worked simple rules, and 1 1 were making 
figures. All received instruction on the geographical maps of the World 
iaurope, and Ireland, &c., &c. ’

PRESBYTERIAN CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Spike Island, 

12th March, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I beg to present to you the following report for the year 

1868. 

I am happy to say that the favourable account I have been able to give 
in former reports of the convicts, so far as they came under my observa- 
tion, I can now repeat for the year just passed. The exceptions are still 
the same individuals as I referred to in my last report ; all I believe 
belonging to the class of convicts who have been more than once sen- 
tenced, a class whom I trust a wise legislation is now about to treaty with 
well-merited stringency. 

I have, as heretofore, conducted divine service, and given instruction on 
the appointed days, and have visited those in cells and in hospital. 

I may be allowed to mention an incident in prison life, which shows 
that, the convicts take an interest in the mode of conducting divine 
service. A few of the oldest of them, and those coming from the 
furthest north, came to me to request that in the praises of God I would 
use only the Psalms of David, and not introduce hymns, which they ob- 
jected to as not being inspired. It so happens that the convicts who lead 
the singing like to have some hymns, and as I am favourable to their 
partial use myself, I persuaded the objectors to yield, and the singing of 
both psalms and hymns now goes on harmoniously. This introduction 
within the walls of a prison of a vexed question well known outside of 
them, evinces more thought about religion than some people would give 
convicts credit for. 

The by-gone year was the first in which I was called on to officiate at 
a funeral in Spike Island ; and in it there were two. 

. ^ ie death was that of a very ignorant man, and had nothing to 
distinguish it from many others, unhappily too common. The other was 
sudden. The man dropped dead shortly after divine service on a Sunday. 
His funeral was remarkable in this, that his coffin was literally bedewed 
with the tears of real affection. His twin-brother was a partner of his 
penal servitude, and mourner at his grave. The funerals of the convicts 
are always decent and solemn, but this I believe was the first occasion that 
an outburst of sincere grief broke the monotony of their dull routine.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Prison 
1st March, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to lay before you my annual report 
respecting the Mountjoy Female Prison for the year ending 31st De- 
cember, 1868. 

I regret that I cannot this year report as favourably of the conduct 
of the prisoners under my charge as in former years. There was for 
some time a- spirit of insubordination manifested, and a repugnance to 
^conformity with the rules, which rendered the maintenance of discipline 
most difficult and laborious. I am glad, however, to be able to say that 
the turbulent spirit seems to be allayed, and the prison is now in its 
usual state of good order. It is not quite easy to explain this outburst 
but it is probably in a great degree owing to the following cause! 
While the male prisoners have the hope of variety and enlargement, 
owing to the number of prisons, and tlie possibility of being discharged 
before the expiration of sentence, there is scarcely any such enconrage- 
ment for female prisoners. This is the only Female Convict Prison in 
Ireland. It comprises the old, the lame, the blind, the half-deranged 
and violent convicts from every part of Ireland. For all the only 
hope of a change for the better is in the refuges, but these only ac- 
commodate a comparative few. Even a very well conducted prisoner 
may not be able to qualify, owiug to ill-health or other causes. Hence 
the large body of the female prisouers have to make up their minds to 
remain here until their full term has expired — a circumstance which 
has the tendency to deprive them of hope. The male prisoner, on the 
contrary, looks forward either after his probation at Mountjoy, or in 
case the discipline be found unfitted to his mental or bodily condition, to 
being transferred to Spike Island. Then, if well conducted, lie looks 
forward to being sent to Smitbfield or Lusk. The female convict has 
none of these inducements to good behaviour, or anything in the shape 
of a change to look for. No matter how delicate, eccentric, or unfitted 
for discipline, she must remain here, unless, indeed, the Medical Officer 
certifies that longer imprisonment would endanger life. The new penal 
colls would, it is hoped, have proved a considerable advantage in the 
maintenance of discipline; hut owing to some defect of ventilation they 
cannot be used as yet. 

Our medical department works satisfactorily. The doctor >is regular 
and attentive in the discharge of bis duty. 

The school is most efficiently worked, and the teachers deserve the 
utmost praise. 

Many changes have taken place in the staff during the past year. The 
Rev. Mr. Dempsey, who for many years most zealously discharged the 
functions of Assistant Roman Catholic Chaplain, died. The Rev. Mr. 
Murray was appointed his successor. In Miss Hayes, late the Hospital 
Matron, the prison has lost a singularly valuable officer, whose care of 
the sick was beyond all praise. Some of the female officers have had 
to be discharged for not possessing the necessary control of their 
temper, and the steadiness so essential in dealing with prisoners ; others 
have resigned from had health ; a few failed for some time to discharge 
their duties in as satisfactory a manner as might be desired ; others have 
done their part with creditable zeal and ability. 

The great depression of trade during the past year made it sometimes 
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* difficult to procure work sufficient to keep the prisoners fully employed ; 
M on the whole, there has not been much to complam of. - _

MEDICAL OFFICER’S REPORT, 

Mountjoy Female Prison, 
February, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my report for the past year 
and the tables on which it is founded. 

Considering the antecedents of the prisoners and their general state of 
health when received into the prison, the sanitary state of the inmates 
has been satisfactory, and the deaths only five. For the first nine months 
the daily average number in hospital was thirty, for the last three months 
18. There was no outbreak of epidemic or contagious disease, but I 
regret to report eight cases of insanity, resulting in the removal of the 
afflicted ones to the Central Lunatic Asylum at Dundrum, Of these 
three had been previously in that asylum, and one has returned to the 
prison much restored.

S. M. having put in her time has been discharged. I got her admitted 
into the Shelter for Discharged Prisoners, Adelaide-road. She has left the 
Shelter, but has not, as yet, succeeded in obtaining a situation, though I 
have exerted my utmost influence on her behalf. There is natural reluc- 
tance to receive a discharged convict into private service. 

There remain seven prisoners under my ministry at present. lam 
able to report favourably of their conduct. . Occasionally there are ebulli- 
tions of temper which necessitate the ordinary penalty of separate con- 
finement ; but on the whole, having regard to their antecedents, their 
conduct will contrast favourably with any like number of women of their 
class. Of some of them I cannot speak too highly. 

My services have consisted of Divine Service according to the usages 
of our Church every Sabbath. X have never had to complain of inatten- 
tion to my ministrations. On the contrary, the' deportment and attention 
of every one has been everything that could be desired. I have also a 
meeting every Tuesday, when, in addition to devotional exercises and 
religious instruction, I give readings of authors whose works are of a 
moral tendency, and of an impressive and captivating character. Iam 
happy to bear testimony to the uniform attention and zeal of all the 
officials. From all of them I receive all such aid as they can give to a 
chaplain in the discharge of his duties.

SCHOOLMISTRESS’S REPORT. 

Mountjoy Female Prison, 
March 8, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my report on the Educational 
Department of this prison for the year ended 31st December, 1868. 

The number newly admitted during the year was 80, and the highest 
number on the rolls as attending school during the same period was 410. 
All the prisoners, except the sick and those under punishment, attend 
the school and receive on an average one hour’s instruction every day. 

The school arrangements and the system of instruction pursued have 
been the same as were explained in detail in my last report, and I 
am now happy to be able to say that the good which I then antici- 
pated as likely to result from the division of the prisoners into sections, 
and the holding of each teacher responsible for the improvement of the 
prisoners in the section under her care, has been fully realized during the 
past year. By the effective carrying out of this arrangement two impor- 
tant objects are attained, viz., a proper division of labour, and the 
individual responsibility of the teachers, so that I can .at any time 
ascertain what progress the prisoners are making, and if reasonable

In estimating the progress made, the difficulty of fixing tlie attention of 
prisoners or concentrating their minds upon any subject must, of course, 
betaken into account. The teacher, in order to attain the important 
object of fixing the prisoners’ attention, evinces an interest and a p easure 
in what she is teaching, always bearing m mind that not only does 
intellect act upon intellect, hut that feeling also acts upon feeling.

They strive 
to always keep in view the future well-doing of the prisoners, they en- 
deavour to acquire a moral influence over them, and try to “ elevate their 
minds and to win their respect and confidence” by the “zeal and in- 
tegrity” with which they discharge their duties towards the unfortunate 
class committed to their care. 

Injustice to the other teachers, I feel bound to bear testimony to the 
spirit of harmony, co-operation, and good-will which prevailed amongst 
them, and also to the well-sustained energy and perseverance with which 
they discharged their duties during the year. 

In conclusion, I beg to tender my best thanks to Mrs. Lidwell, the 
Superintendent, for the kind manner in which she has always encouraged 
and supported me in the management of the department under my charge.

From Whatever cause arising, a steady decrease in the number of 
tradesmen to be found amongst the convicts has occurred; so 
much so that at times but five or six prisoners were available 
for the Smithfield workshops. This, together with the falling 
off in the number , of convictions, and, consequently, a pro- 
portionate decrease in the number of prisoners becoming eligible 
for Intermediate Prisons, have induced the Directors to recom- 
mend to the Government that Smithfield Prison be closed, and 
the intermediate stage of all male prisoners' sentences be passed 
-^ rec ^ ors believe that, whilst a considerable saving 
Will be effected, tbe working of the intermediate stage will be 
benefited by the change. 

The Directors regret to state that irregularities, which on 
typ;o occasions occurred in Smithfield during the past year, 
obliged them , to bring to the notice of the Chief Secretary the 
laxity with which the Superintendent carried out the prison ar- 
rangements, and the evil results which such neglect must bring 
tip on the establishment. 

The conduct of the subordinate officers has been satisfactory. 

The working of the trade departments at Smithfield and the 
farming at Lusk do not call for special remarks.

Gentlemen, — Since my appointment, in 1867, I have had abundant 
opportunities of forming an opinion of the condition and working of ever 
department that has come under my observation in the discharge of a 
duties as one of the Chaplains to Smithfield Prison, and I am happy to 
be able t<r report that the management of the establishment generally 
appears to me to he excellent. While strict discipline seems to be weh 
maintained, it is, 1 think, carried out with a consideration which is cal 
culated to cherish that degree of hope in the minds of the prisoners which 
men so near the termination of their punishment, and in prospect of a 
new start in life, should possess. Indeed the only drawback to the great 
satisfaction which I have had in my ministry in the prison, is the despon 
dency which some few of the men under my care have manifested witli 
regard to their future prospects ; but by particular attention to such cases 
a desire to get on well in afterlife has generally been revived ; so that I 
may say very few have been discharged of whom good hope may not be 
entertained. Some who have left keep up a correspondence with me • 
and while writing the foregoing I have just received from one of them a 
letter, m which he gives me a most cheering account of his welfare and 
expresses himself as retaining a grateful recollection of the advantageshe 
enjoyed in the intermediate stage of his confinement, and asks of me to 
“present his best respects and duty to Messrs. Bradleld and Organ." 

In the Sunday and week-day religions services I have found the prac- 
tice of sacred vocal music to have a most beneficial effect ; but I fear I 
should not, perhaps, have found it possible to do anything in this matter 
but for the previous instruction which the prisoners tell me they used to 
receive at “Spike” from a fellow-prisoner of theirs, who was in the habit 
of retaining them in the chapel whenever there was a remnant of the 
time allotted for worship unoccupied after service, and by this meritorious 
practice he imparted to them some knowledge of the tunes, which has I 
consider contributed so much to render the religious services so much 
more edifying. 

Whenever I have had occasion to visit the hospital I have invariably 
found every thing, so far as I could observe, in a state most creditable to 
the officers in charge ; and this remark, I may add, applies to every other 
department of the prison which lias come under my notice.

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Hospital-warder Latimer lias exhibited his usual attention and efficiency 
(luring the past year. I regret that his health has not been good these 
some months past. 

The sanitary condition ot Lusk prison has been extremely wood - only 
eight prisoners from that place having required hospital treatment. With 
the exception of these eight (exactly half the number that came up to 
hospital during the year 1867) the sickness at Lusk lias been quite nomi- 
nal. In mentioning this it must of course bo remembered that the more 
delicate class of prisoners are retained in Smithfield, and would at once 
break down if exposed to the sharp air of Lusk, particularly at the more 
severe periods of the year. The health of the officers at Lusk has been 
excellent, except in the case of Mr. Gallalier, who suffered from weakness 
of the lungs for some months. 

The huts at Lusk, both for day and night, have been kept clean and 
neat. The clothing and dietary have been well attended to. Mr. Gun- 
ning has, by employing the prisoners under cover (at stone-breaking, &c.)

PROTESTANT CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 

Gentlemen, I beg to submit to you my Annual Report for tbe year 
terminating December 31st, 1868. I feel great pleasure in calling your 
attention to the contrast which Lusk Intermediate Prison presents when 
compared with other institutions established for the incarceration of cri- 
minals, and conducted under more rigid rules of penal servitude, and how 
judiciously a merciful code of criminal law lias graduated the scale of 
punishment so as to teach the convict, who has passed, in other prisons, 
through the preliminary stages of his punishment, and having, according 
o ms sentence, been isolated for a lengthened time from society, against 
which he has transgressed ; to teach him by the regulations of this prison 
hat, alter he lias been set at liberty, his future prospects depend upon 
his good behaviour, apd that there is no law which, either retrospectively 
or prospectively, prohibits him from regaining, with his liberty, his use- 
ulness and respectability as a member of society. Here everything is 
enjoyed by the prisoner which is calculated to open the perhaps ob- 
structed fountains of repentance and self-respect in his mind; his health- 
ful labours, although compulsory, are performed in the sweet fields of the 
prison farm ; his frame is invigorated by the fresh country air ; his food 
is w io esome and abundant ; his hours of labour and repose are regular ;

INSPECTOR OP RELEASED CONVICTS’ REPORT 



Report. 



March, 1869. 

Gentlemen, — I have the honour to submit my Annual Report as In- 
In&pector’s spector of Released Convicts for the year 1868 for Dublin District. 

I befriend as best I can the well-disposed released prisoner, whilst the 
ill-inclined is made to feel that a course of crime cannot be pursued for 
any length of time with impunity. The relapses into crime have been 
very few in the Dublin District for the past year, and when they did 
occur, it was with those having a distaste for hard, honest labour. 

The conduct of the great majority of the men is most satisfactory, and 
confidence reposed in them by their employers is very rarely abused. 

The slightest violation of the conditions of an order of licence is not 
permitted to pass without bringing punishment to the offender. Such 
cases, however, I am happy to say, are of very rare occurrence. 

The released men are employed in almost every ordinary industrial 
vocation, receiving wages from 10s. to 30s. per week, and may be classed 
under the following headings : — 

Stonemasons, Tailors, Waiters, 

Plasterers, Shopmen, Dealers, 

Bricklayers, Shoemakers, Labourers, 

Carpenters, Bacon curers, Sweeps, 

Coopers, . Servants, Tinkers, &c., &c. 

It is only justice to say that many of the men are employers themselves, 
whilst others of them are foremen in different establishments, enjoying 
the best confidence of their employers.
